On order of the Court, the motion for immediate consideration is GRANTED. 
The application for leave to appeal the May 14, 2007 order of the Court of Appeals is 
considered and, pursuant to MCR 7.302(G)(1), in lieu of granting leave to appeal, we 
VACATE the May 14, 2007 order of the Court of Appeals and REMAND this case to the 
Court of Appeals for plenary consideration of whether MCL 768.27a conflicts with MRE 
404(b) and, if it does, whether the statute prevails over the court rule.
